THIS  evening  the  Freeholders  of 
the  place  lately  known  by  Van- 
oer  Heyden's  or  AshleyVFerrv, 
fituate  on.  the  eaft  bank  of  HudfonV 
river,  about  feven  miles  above  Alba- 
ny,  met  for  the  purpofe  of  eftablifh- 
ing  a  name  for  the  laid  place  -,  when, 
by  a  majority  of  voices,  it  was  con- 
firmed, that  in  future,  it  fhould  be 
called  and  known  by  the  name  of 

TROY. 

From  its  prefcnt  improved  ftate,  and 
the  more  pleafing  profpeft  of  its  po- 
pularity, arifmg  from  the  natural  ad- 
vantages in  the  Mercantile  Lme,  it 
may  not  be  too  fanguine  to  expecl%  at 
no  vcrydiftant  period,  to  fee  TROY, 
as  famous  for  her  Trade  and  Naviga- 
tion as  many  of  our  firft  towns.

Act  of  Incorporation 

Ckapter  131,  Laws  of  1816,  passed   April  i2fh  is  entitled  "An  Act  to  incorporate 

tke  City  of  Troy"  and  provides  as  follows: 
§  1.     Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in 

Senate  and  Assembly,  That  all  that  district  of  country,  in  the  county  of  Rensselaer, 
contained  \0ithin  the  boundry  lines  of  the  town  of  Troy*,  as  now*  established  by  lav?,  and 
all  the  freemen  of  this  state,  inhabitants  v?ithin  the  limits  aforesaid,  be  and  hereby  are 
ordained,  constituted,  and  declared  to  be,  from  time  to  time,  and  forever  hereafter,  one 
body,  corporate  and  politic,  in  fact  and  in  name,  by  the  name  of  "The  Mayor, 
Recorder,  Aldermen,  and  Commonalty  of  the  city*  of  Troy*;'  and  that  by*  that  name 
they  and  their  successors,  forever,  shall  and  may*  hav*e  perpetual  succession,*** 

B$  Chapter  598,  Laws  of  1870  the  corporate  name  was  changed  to 

"The  Cit3?  of  Troy."
